German Housewives“ Use Shopping 
Basket To Save Wrapping Paper 
German housewives have brought 

out the old-fashiontd shopping bas- 

kets to help win the war. | 

An almost forgotten felic in most | 
German households, the shopping | 
basket has now become a treasured | 
auxiliary to the Hausfraus because 
grocers and butchers are unable to 
deliver goods to the homes and 
‘more. important—because it saves 
wrapping paper and paper bags. 

The basket enjoys the benediction | 
of authorities who publicly have told 
German women to use it in shopping. 
It is pointed out that potatoes, for 
instance, can be dumped right into 
the basket, as can other vegetables, 
canned goods, standardized soap and 
other such commodities, Some stores 
have taken the hint of the Govern- 
ment and are now displaying signs 
asking shoppers to bring their old 
baskets with them. | 

This is one of many German war- 
time economy measures. Another is 
bone-collecting, which has become a 
high patriotic duty. 

The official German news agency, 
DNB, has circulated this admorii- 
tion: “Housewives, don't burn any 
bones and don't throw them into the 
garbage can.“ Bones should be put 
aside, even when they have been 
used for soups, and kept in readiness 
for school children, the Hitler Youths 
and other voluntary bone collectors 
the authorities say.
